Stain on the laser pickup lens may cause sound skip or other troubles 
making CD playback impossible. Clean the lens using a commer- 
cially-available camera blower, etc. Do not use commoercially-avail- 
able lens cleaner or disc cleaner.

If the cabinet becomes dirty, wipe with a soft, dry cloth. 
Serious stain or dirt can be wiped with a wet cloth. Do not 
use benzine or thinner for these may damage the unit.
